Allowable Subject Matte 

Claims 1 -10 and 1 2-1 6 have been found to be allowable over the prior art of 

record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record is Mizumoto et al (US 4,631 ,263). 

Mizumoto et al teaches a water-repellent catalyst and a method of making by 
impregnating a solution of catalytically active noble metal with a polytetrafluoroethylene 
carrier. The resulting catalyst can be cut into sheets (10 cm wide, 210 cm long) (col. 6, 
lines 9-10). The thickness of catalytically active component is from 50 urn to 50 A (col. 
3, lines 35-39, and claim 3). 

However, neither Mizumoto et al. nor any the prior art of record specifically 
teaches or suggests the inside of the catalyst is a site of reaction for producing tertiary 
amine as per claim applicant claim 1 . Therefore, the claim 1 is novel. As such, the 
dependent claims 2-1 0 and 1 2-1 6 are allowable.
